| WILL DISCONTINUE GRADING 


OF CREAM BY GOVERNMENT 
Edmonton creamery operations re- 
ceived notice Friday from the pro- 
vinciat daily commissioner, that gov- 
ernment cream graders will be with- 
drawn after May 15 and manufactur- 
ers will be required to engage licens- 
ed graders on their staffs. There will 
be no break in the high standard of 
Alberta cream grading, it is said, be- 
cause the inspectors of the govern- 
ment that now, supervise the grading 
done in 75 smaller credmeries of the 
province’ who include a qualified 
grader among their workmen, will 
now be extended to supervise closely 
the grading done in the centralizers 
or larger plants. 

The change is made to comply with 
repeated demands by the operators, 
who paid for the government graders 
work in their plants, and contended 
that if the graders were on their own 
staffs, part of their time could be 
utilized for other work and costs of 
grading reduced for the producer who 
really bore the burden, - 

Official notices state that the 
change meets the plea of the oper- 
ators “for drastic reduction in oper- 
ating costs at a time when cream and 
butter prices are abnormally low.” 

It was intimated that the goveru- 
ment graders would be free to ac- 
cept other employment after May 15. 

This will affect 17 graders on the 
government payroll but it is antici- 
pated that most of them will be ab- 
sorbed into the industry and inquiry 
indicates that probably seven or 
eight Mcensed graders would be re- 
quired by Edmonton operators with 
plants in and out of the city; othe: 
centres affected would ikely absorb 
the rest. 

This change will bring the Albe-ta 


cream grading into line with that of | 4t 


Saskatchewan which employs the Jn- 
spector system.

DON’T RUSH 
Though the average man regards 
his better half with a sort of condes- 
cending pity when the fever of house 
cleaning strikes the home, very often 
he is guilty of the same excited 
bustle just as soon as the active gar- 
dening season opens. Too much 
ground is laid out at one time, and 
too many seeds planted. In his hurry 
sometimes stakes and strings cas' 
aside with most distressful results 
when visitors draw his attention lat- 
er to the ‘free hand’ rows and the 
general jungle appearance of his 
vegetables and flowers, True, the av- 
érage Canadian winter is long and 
summer all too short, but even the 
Eskimo is allowed a decent interval 
in which to get his garden platted. 
Of course, those early things like let- 
tuce, radish, spinach and peas, may 
be sown just as soon as the ground 
is fit for work, but this does not mean 
that the whole supply should be put 
in then. One ig advised to make a 
careful study of the se’ catalogue, 
dividing his purchases according to 
the first date of seeding. Then it !s 
well to divide again and make sever- 
al plantings of each, ‘at intervals of 
at least ten days, By sowing a little 
a time, and keeping the business 
up as long as possible, gardening op- 
eration and garden harvests, too, are 

spread over a long period. 

Climbing Vines 
“Climbing vines on the outside of 
the house take the place of the cur- 
tains inside. They add individualism 
and homeliness. In every part of Can- 
ada, something of this sort is possible 
ranging from the quick growing, very 
hardy annuals, which thrive down to 
the Arctic Circle, to the tender Bos- 
on and Ergi.sh Ivies wirch hav: a 
much more limited range. Of the 
flowering kinds, the first to bloom is 
the Wistaria, states.John F. Clark, 
on Ontario horticultural authority.

The scarlet 
trumpet honeysuckle is another splen 
did permanent vine. Its foliage, a 
deep green, comes ear.y and is re- 
tained late, therefore making it an 
ideal screen, It flowers freely and ‘is 
very fragrant. The silver lace vine, 
another abundant bloomer during late 
Summer and early fall, is a rapid 
grower, There is nothing better for 
covering walls of brick or stone than 
the Boston ivy in the warmer dis- 
tricts of Canada, and the special 
clinging type Virginia creeper in dis- 
tricts where the climate is more 
rigorous. There is no bloom to speak 
of with these plants. If one wants a 
vigorous and rapid grower, when 
once. established, the Dutchman's 
pipe wil; fit in well, producing huge 
leaves of a light green: This vine is 
hardy, for those who do not own their 
home, or want a screen in a hurry,

transp-anting one year later into the 
permanent location. Best germin-' 
ation is secured by delaying planting | 
until the temperature gets up above 
75 degrees, Seed should be sown in 
rows 24 to 30 inches apart, and from 
one and one-half inches deep in light 
soil to three inches in the heavier 
type. In sowing, special care should 
be taken to drop seeds singly as if 
bunched, the roots will become so en~- 
tangled it will be difficult to trans- 
plant. Soaking seed in water for from 
three to four days is advisable to 
hasten germination, but they should 
be spread out thiniy on canvas'to dry 
after this, and then planted immedi- 
ately in moist soil. As germination is 
very slow, it is well to sow radish, 
or something similar with the aspara 
gus, The former soon appears above 
the ground marking the rows thus al- 
lowing early cultivation. Through the 
first season, the plot should be water 
ed frequitly and never allowed <o 
dry out,

Pour into small baked pastry shells 
and chill until firm. Garnish tops 
with meringue or a rosette of soften- 
ed cream cheese,
